The 
last government lost its grip be- 
cause the premier let contracts to 

| himseif, and the previous one because 

of a misunderstanding as _ to the 
ownership of a few hundred thousand 
acres Gi valuable lands, The pre- 
sent McBride government stands a 
good chance of falling because ‘ne or 
its supporters in the Jegislature en-. 
tered the legislative chamber during 
the preceding session im an irrespon- 
sible condition. 

At the resuit of the recent general 
elections the McBride government 
was returned to power by a narrow 
majority. Among the most forceful 
of its supporters, representing one of 
the mest important constituencies of 
ihe province, was John Houston, ©x- 

-or of Nelson and representative of 
that city, Which is the commercial 
capita! of the Kootenay country. As 
the most prominent supporter of the 
government from the mining country, 
Mr. Houston was naturally eligible for 
a cabinet position and his supporters 
not jong in demanding it for 
him. To this demand Mr. McBride 
acceded with a greater or de- 
gree of grace, and the name of John 
Houston figured on the list of names 
sent in ter the acceptance of the 
Lieutenant Governor, Sir Henri Joly, 
his new fadvisers.
